To Authorize n Loan for the Freotion of &
Bridge across the River Bchuylkill nt Falr-
mount,

Rection 1. The Belect and Common Counclls
of the eity of 'hiladelphia do ordain, That the
Mayor of Philndelphin be snd he Is horeby au
thorized to borrow, at not leas than par, on the
eredit of the clily corporation, from time to
time, such sums of money a8 may be nocessary
to pay for the construction and erection of a
bridge over the river Behuylkill at Fairmount,
not exeeeding in the whole the sum of saven
hundred thousand dollars, for which interest
nol to exeeod the rate of 8ix por cent. por an«
num ghall be paid, balf-yearly, on the first days
| of January and July, sl the oflics of the Cliy
| Tropsurer.

The prineipal of sald loan shall be payable
and paid atthe expimilon of thirty years from
the date of the same, and not belore, without
the consent of the holders thereof; and cortifi-
cafes therefor, In the vsunl form of certificates
of elty loan, shall be ¥sued in snch Amounts as
e lendors may require, but not for any frac-
tional part of one hundred dollars, or, Iif re-
quired, in amounts of five hundred or one thon-
eand dollars; and It shall be expressed in sald
certifieates that the aaid loan therein mentioned,
and the intorest thereol, are payable [ree from
all taxes.

Sectlon 2. Whenever any loan ghall be made
by virtue thereof, there shall be, by foree of this

Bection 1. The Select and Common Councils
of the City of Philadelphia do ordain, That
the Mayor of Philadelphia be and he is hereby
authorized to borrow, at not less than par, on
the credit of the city, from time to time, one
million five hundred thousand dollars, to be ap-
plied as follows, viz.:—First, For the bnildi
of a bridge over the River Behuylkill at Bou
strect, elght hundred thousand dollars. Becond.
For the payment of ground rents and mort-

gages, seven hund thousand . dollars, for
which intercet not to exeeed the rate of plx
per cent. per annum _shall be paid hal

yearly on the first days of January and
July, at the office of the City Treasurer.
